Twenly-four men Killed!

» . Bio Bune, Sept. 3d, 1884, .¢ 
,, Wpirors Disparcn: An express bas just 
arrived from Fort Laramie, bearing the 


news ofa great fight between a body :of 


Sioux Indians and twenty-live United States 
soldiers under command of Lieut. Graton, 

The facts as given bythe express are a: 
bout aa follows: 

A lame dow belonging to the Mormons 
was drivel inte the Giotx village, consiat- 
ing afabole six Gundred lodges of Bruillas 
and Ogalolies.: Report Was made to Lieut 
Graton, who dethanded pf the Chief the sur- 
rendet {vr punishment ofthe Indien who had 
committed the theft. The Chief, (Watoe 
Towa,)} promised that he woald, if possible, 
give up the animal, fre returned without 
the Indian, and stated that he, could not 
bring him alive, but that if thé Tiieut, still 
demanded him, he would kill Kira, (the Indi- 
an,) and drag him to them. Lieut. G: re+ 
pled that ifthere was any killing tobe done, 

e would do it, and immediately ordered the 
soldiers, (they being in the cebtre pf the 
village,) to right and left. This order was 
obeyed, by firing two roundé with their 
cannon, and to no effect, and then with 
small guns which also had little or no ef- 
tect. 

The Indians then made a charge upon 
the soldiers, killing all but one, he bein 
badly wounded. Lieut, G. had 16 arrows 
in hia body. The mterpreter hada dozen 
or more, The Indians then went to the sta- 
tion ofthe American Fur Company and de- 
stroyed all their goods which could not be 
carried off. From each different station, 
they carried off about 10 orl5 thousand dol- 
lars Worth of goods. 

The soldiera only woundedtwo Indians, 
one the Chief above mentioned. The sol-

Cheese Making. 


Noticing a Vermont Farmer’s wife’s de- 
sire to obtain information in regard to her 
cheese-making,nd having had some experi- 
ence in that line, 1 venture to state the me- 
thod which I have used. In very warm 
weather, | let the milk stand in the pail and 
cool a jittle before straining into the tub, 
care being taken to keep it perfectly sweet, 
as souring will cause the cheese to be puffy 
or bard, It should stand at least one hour 
atier turning, before breaking up; and after 
this is done, it should stand an hour longer 
before dipping out'the drain. Some let it 
stand in the tubs over night, but f think it 
more apt to sour; extract the whey as mocli 
as possible. —The morning’s milk is. prepar- 
ed in the sume monner; slice both curds in 
the tub to scald together. Take two-thirds 
boiling water, one third cold; stir with the 
carefully while pouring in the 
waier. Use water enough to make the curd 
as warm as new milk. Let it stand fifteen 


it up to cool before chopping; use one ounce 
salt to three pounds curd. Pressing should 
be very light for the first three hours, and 
increase gradually. A cheese put idto the 
press about noon may be turned the next 
morning, and taken out the next after. Al- 
ter the rennet is prepared it should be kept 
from the air, or jt will lose strength. ‘This 
isthe manner in which I have treated my 
cheese. Should the young wife hear of no 
better method, she can try the same.—[ Bos-
